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Politics of Europe. 


By the Dawk of yesterday we received our regular Packets 
of Loodon Papers to the 17th of August. Temporary indispo- 
sition aod other interraptions must plead oar excuse for being 
enable te say more than that we have done our best, out of 
these materials, to Gill oar Paper as usefully and agreeably as 
we could. 

Marquis of Londonderry.—The reflections and observations 
which suggest themselves to the mind on the recent melancholy 
death of the Marquis of Lonponpenry, are almost wholly of a 
political character. If they run into dissertations upon the po- 
licy of the Government, instead of being confined to the mea- 
sures and principles of the Minister himself it is because the 
poble Marquis, as a politician, had no separate existence from 
that of the colleagees with whom he co-operated. He neither 
eontrolied them living, aor will eclipse them dead. He was, in- 
deed, so far distinguished on some occasions, as to beeome the 
recognized organ of their errors—the conduit throtgh which 
their collective notions of foreign politics, their weaknesses, in- 
consistencies, and vices as a party, were discharged. If it be 
but our duty te resewe the fame of Lord Lonpewperny from the 
impatation which bas been often affixed to it, as if he were the 
sole author of every mistake, whether of war or peace, com- 
mitted by this Government ia its transactions with other Powers, 
it is no less our right to seize the opportunity now presented for 
offering briefly a remark or two epon the general course and me- 
rits of that policy in which the deceased Minister bas for many 
years borne a certain and acknowledged share. 


The oatset of this Ministry was neither auspicious nor ere- 
ditable. They were, instantly om the accession of the noble 
Marqais to office, declared by the House of Commons to be in- 
capable of carrying on the Government. By manceuvring of one 
kiad or other, they practically set aside the vote. The war was 
raging, and only one alternative was before them—namely, to 
fight or yield. The country forbade them to fal! prostrate before 
Bvowarante: bat they would bave suffered the war to langaish, 
and “changed® an acutein a chronic malady.” Oct of this 
they were with dificalty driven—they swam with the tide of 
public feeling throughout Eerepe—aceepted and applied the 
ready resourses of the nation—reiaforced the British Armies— 
sabsidized the Continental States, already drawn up against 
common coomy—and at leagth, with the whole civilized world 
for their allies, wrought eut bis destruction, For this, there 
were natural and jst rejoicings; but there were likewise party 
erultations, and assumption of transcendent merit, which however 
nateral, were not strictly just. The sucecasfel termination of the 
great war in Europe was not the pecaliar triamph of that Cabi- 
net of which Lord Lonponpeany was.a member. With the sole ex- 
ception of that portion of the contest which had been committed to 
the Doke of Weittrerow, the campaigns of 1813, 1614, were 
gaided by the skill and spirit of Rassian and German officers. The 
Eoglish Ministers, or rather the monied interest of Bagland, were 
bankers to the Grand Alliance, and farnished the sinews of the 
war. To that extent they may claim the honour of beieg auxi-

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liaries, and nothing higher: bat as to any real growth of intel. 
leet among them, there was none. The Cabinet was the same 
“incapable” Cabinet. The men were the identical same satellites 
to Mr. Pirr, subordinates to Mr. Peacevat—nay, even to Lord 
Stpmoutu—whom the Parliament had kuowa, and knowing had 
despised thom. They became parts of, and appendages to, a 
mighty conflict. They were harnesed to the car of Victory, while 
Europe held the reins. Cireumstaaces raled these Ministers, 
whose position was chosen for them, and impraved by others. 
They could not have resisted that aaiversal impulse which they 
had mot created, bat which Buonarante had provoked; for he 
was the real author of his own reverses. 


If thie jadgment of Lord Lownowpenry and his brethren 
be thought too severe, bring it to the test of history. To prove 
that they owed their prosperity to some extrinsic canse, it will 
be enough for reasonable men to see how these Ministers acted 
when left to their own resoarces. The war with American was 
their personal work : there the henour belonged to them exolu- 
sively; and where will be found a Statesman throughout the 
world to envy or to strip them of their laurels? The war in Ba- 
repe ended while that with America went oo. We had fects 
and armies to let loose apon the Republicans, and to use thom 
as instruments of peace. How, then, to that great end, did we 
employ them’ The treaty was as unwise as the war was disgrace- 
fal. We fought to be beaten, and we negotiated only te be de- 
ceived. On the campsiga of Canada and New Orleans, the 
Treaty of Gheat was a consistent commentary. 


If the Advooates—or (should any such remain) the admi- 
rers—of these Ministers want additional evidence of the praise 
to which they are actually catitied, let as pointto that last and 
mest shining of their exploits—the sertLement, so called, of 
Europe. The difficalties which they bad to contend with in this 
their crowning effort, bore some analogy to those which had of- 
fered themselves to a successful war and to an honourable peace 

*with America: bat the obstacles in Earope were less powerful, 
and the consequences of a failure woald be attended with even 
deeper degradation, and with far more extensive ruin, Baglaod 
stood alone against America; but at the Congress of Vienna she 
had the rights of nations—the affections of mankiad —the bonds 
and obligations of faith, gratitade, and honoer—and the physi- 
calforee of Spain and Poland, of Maly, Norway, aad of the 
smaller states of Germany, at her back. Here, then, would be 
afforded another proof how the Baglish Ministers could lead ; 
for in assisting to beat down Buowaranre, they bad bot shown 
how they could follow, They sacrificed every thing whieh ought 
to have been preserved, and maintained pertinaciously all that 
wisdom and principle required them to abandon, Freedom, 
which had been made to the nations of Barope the sworn price 
ef thei¢ blood and toil expended in the overthrow of one raih- 
less tyranny, was every where withheld from its rightful owners ; 
and a second tyranny, more intolerable than the first, becanso 


» more the frait of treachery, was every-where egtablished fa

by this Ministry, was by it resigned to absolute power and 
tp the Lequisition, Poland was released, only to be re-sabje- 
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gated: Norway starved and striped into submission to an old 
and hated enemy, Holland and Flanders sqecczed 

anion, which both cordially exeorate, and the first 
ment of that Power against whom it was raised as a barrier, will 
in a mowent dissolve, Thus, on all sides, have national rights 
ahd feelings, aod that public opinion which constitates the es- 
sence of just government, been made the unpitied victims of a 
war underiaken on pretence of restoring and defending them: 
this, too, in spite, as they would persuade us, of the British Mi- 


nisters, who boast eternally of their influence and aseendency 


over the councils of the Continent, If it was they who won this 
victory, could they not secure or fairly distribute the spoil? Bat 
it will be said, though ungenerous to the rest of mankied, Lord 
Loxponperay and his brethren were wise enough to stipalate for 
some advantage to Borland, io return for the sacrifices authorig- 
ed by Bogland, at the expense of other nations. No one condi- 
tion, however, was exacted on behalf of Bnagiand, Her finest 
colanies were surrendered to her most inveterate rivals; and the 
very idea of forming commercial treaties ridi¢uled, because it 
was much to he apprehended that we could not enforce their ex- 
eoution! What, theo, is the position to which this Ministry have 
now reduced ust All the great states of Burope have gained by 
those efforts of finance and of force, by which Bogland alone has 
been exhausted. The general peace negociated by Lord Lowpen- 
DERRY, by its atter disregard of the rights and passions of men, 
has re-invigorated all these principles of discord ia which the war 
of the revolution had its origin, 

What effect may be produced apon the polities of the Minis- 
try, or on their existence as an administration, by the loss which 
they bave sustained, is not of very easy decision. Reports of all 
kinds arecircalated, Mr, Cannino’s friends assert, that he will 
not seck to lead the House of Commons. The new Forcign Se- 
cretary, at all events, mast be a somewhat hazardous appoint- 
ment. Lord Lonpowvosant bad se fong filled it—had carried on 
an intercourse so extensive, so variens, so important, and of such 
long continuance with Foreign Courta—be was so much at home 
ia their seerets and obliquities, that the system may suffer from 
any immediate change, Wheiher the honour or the iateresis of 
Baog!land will suffer, is a separate question. 


London, Aug. 19, 1822.—On Monday evening, the Lord Chan- 
ecllor had a long consultation with the Earl of Liverpool, 


Mr. Arbuthnot arrived in town at four o'clock yesterday 
morning from his seat near Ketteriag. 


We stated yesterday, by mistake, thet Lord Maryborough 
had gone to the Netherlands: his Lordship was in London yes- 
terday, and had & consaltation with the Evrl of Liverpool, at 
Liverpool-house, Whitehall; as did the Rarl of Westmorland, Mr. 
Arbuthnot, andthe Chancellor of the Exchequer, who came to 
tpwo yesterday morning from Blackheath, and retarned im the 
evening. 

Letters dated the 23d of April were received yesterday from 
Valparaiso, which confirm the previous accounts that the port of 
Callao and other places on the Pacific are blockaded by two 
Spanish frigates. These vessels, it appears, are the Pavesa aod 
VenGanza, the same which were formally surrendered to the Go- 
verment of Guayaquil, by a convention, signed by their comman- 
ders. The affair is now asserted to have been a stratagem on 
their part, forthe purpose of obtalning water and provisions, of 
which they atthe time stood in great need, The Governor of 
Guayaquil had no vessels at his disposal of sufficient strength to 
puuish the violation of the convention. 

By the Brazil packet, letters from Rio de Janciro of the 4th’ 
from eaataes of the 26th, aod from Bahia of the ist of 
Jone have been received. Those from Rio de Janeiro being 
only one day tater than the sailing of the Beaver ship of war, 
do not convey any additional Intelligence. In Parsambaco 
every thing was tranquil, They had elected the megbers for 
the Cortes or general assembly at Rio, who were about to repair 
te that capital, Bahia was also tranquil. It appears that the ac- 
cession by this province to the measure of convoking a general as- 
sembly at Rio, for the purpose of ascertaining the sentiments of 
the provinces respecting the contineance of their dependance on 
Portogal, will not be mach longer withheld. Arrangements for

The following article of this plan was adopted en 
the 2ist by 93 votes against 38, viz, “‘ From the Ist July, 1892, to 
the 30th June, 1823, the importation, manefactare, and sale of to- 
bacco of every kind shall be on aceoant of the sation, without aay 
corperation or individual being allowed to engage in this trade, ex- 
cept with respect to cigars and sneff brought from the Havannab, 
which may be imported as heretofore, on payment of the daties.” 

Io the sitting of the Qist, the Cortes were officially informed 
that his Majesty aod all the Royal Family were to repair to Ma- 
drid on the 27th, 

The Madrid papers continue to express great jealousy of the 
favour shown by the French Government to tbe Insargents, It is 
stated, that an order issued at Bayonne for the Spanish refugees 
te retire inte the interior of France had sot been enforced. 

A proclamation has been pablisbed at Roneevailes, dated 
the 10th, signed by several Canons, whe cal! themscives the 
Gevernors of the Province of Navarra. The objcet of these dis- 
affected ecclesiastics is to induce the Spanish troops to desert. 
They invite them to join the imagioary “ Army af the Faith,” bet 
their attempts at seduction have hitherto bad no effect. 

In the sittieg of the Bist the report of the Commission appoieted 
te review the transactions conpested with the late long with the 
house ef Ardowin aod Co. was read, and ordered to be prioted 
with despatch. On the nature of that report the joarnals are 
oom papers contain several articles relative to the meres 
ments of the insergents, sod their parsait by the eoosiitational 
troops, but the circumstances detailed are very unimportast. 














INQUEST ON THE LATE MARQUIS OF LONDONDERRY. 


Yesterday at'a few minotes before three o'clock « jury of the most 
fespectable Inhabitaats in the vicinity of the estate of the late Marquis of 
Was empanelied, to inquire inte the cause of the death of 
the above Noble Lord. The Coroner was Mr. Josmpu Carrran, of 
Deptford. The inquest was held at the house of tbe deceased lord, and 
to the credit of the individaals who were appointed to superintend the 
arrangements attendant upon this melancholy occasion, not the slightest 
attempt was made to Keep the proceedings secret. Directions were 
given to the domestics to admit every persoa who desired to be present 
at the inquest. The jury having been swore, , 


The Coroner addressed them in nearly the terms : — 
Upon no former cecasion in the performance of bis daty had his feelings 
been so excited as by the present usfortanate event, He was indeed so 
much affected (hat they mast perceive he could hardly express himself as 
be wished. Upon this accownt he trasted they would exense any trifing 
errors which be might commit in the exercise of his duty. The gentie- 
men of the jory were summoned and sworn to inquire inte the causes of 
the death of a nobleman, who stood perhaps as high ia the public estima- 
tiow as any mee in the coantry. That his Lordship had met bis death 
wader pacticu'ar circamstances, they donbtiess mast have learned. Bat 
it was bis duty to inform them that (hey must remove from their minds ali 


it was icapossible for bim to weigh his character in any seales thet be 
cowd bold. Ie private life he believed the world would admit that a 
more amiable man could not be foond) Whether the important duties of 
the great office which he held pressed apon bis mind, and conduced 
to the melancinoly event which they had assembled te investigate, was a 
eireemtace which in all probability never could be discovered. He an- 
@erstood that bis Lordship had for some time part been so unwell as 
to require the assistance of « medical attendant. This gentieman would 
be examined on the inquest, and would doubtiess be competeut to de- 
scribe the disease and affliction under which his Lordship laboered. That 
the dreadfal-bl6w which dep:ived the noble Lord of life was inflicted by 
his own band, be believed the jory, when they came to hear the evidence, 
could mot Gowbt. He undersicod it would be proved that ne person in 
the house, cacept his Lordehip, could have committed the act. Whea 
the jury should exemyne the situation of ihe body, aud hear the evidence 
that would be sabmited to th m. he was convinerd that they would be 
perfectly ananimess in that part of their verdict which went to declare 
the meuner ia which the deceased met bie death. He felt thatit wasa 
matter of delicary to ailade to the part of the verdict, and he would not 

te anticipate what it might be ; but be trasied the reselt would 
e that which af good men desived. If the facts which he had beard 
were proved in evidence, he thenght no man could doubt that at the time 
he commitied the rash act his Lordship was labouring under a mental 
delusion, If, however, it should onfortuaately appear that there was 
not sufficient evidence to prove what were generally considered the io- 
dications of a disordered mind, he trasted that the jury wonld pay tome 
aitention to his (the Coroner's) hambie opinion, ebich was, thal ao man 
could be in bis proper senses at the moment be committed sorash an act 
asselfmarder. His opinion was iu comsonance wiih every moral senti- 
ment, and of the information which the wisest of menhad given te the 
world, The ible dechered that aman clere to Bething so strongly 
as kus own life.

was, we will pot say sarprisiog (for kind and honourabie treatment (rom 

a gentleman to those persons who are depevdent upon hum, must ever 

procure sach a resalt), but highly creditable both to him and the indi- 
viduals who his household. 


Before the jury left the reom for the purpose of seeing the body 
ove of them suggested that his colleagues, as well as himeell, should 
take off their shoes, in order to prevent as far as possible any noise that 
might be cecasioned by themin walking. This bint was immediately 
acted upon, aud the pary left the room. 

After what bad fallen from the Coroner, « feeling of deticacy pre- 
vented us from accompanying the jary up stairs, although we were gives 
te anderstand that no objection would have been made to such a pro- 
ceeding. In fact, as we have before hinted, no attempt at concealment 
was manifested on the part of the household, but on the contrary « de> 
sire was shewn to afford the public au opportanity of ascertaiuing the 
particolars of an event respecting which much luterest mest pecessarily 
be excited. 


The following description of the situation of the body at the time 
the jury viewed li we believe to be correct: —The bedy was enveloped 
in a dressing gown, aud the head was covered with « handkerchief. 
feet wore towards the window, The blood which proceeded trom the 
wound was sill upon the ground. : 


After being absent abont 10 minutes, the jary returned evidently 
much affecied by the melaocholy spectacie which they had jovt beheld, 


The first witness called was Anne Robinson, «lo being sworn de- 

d as follows:—“*1 wait npow the Marchioness of Londonderry: 
knew the Marquis of Londouderry : bis body now Hes up stairs, la 
my opinion he has been ili daring the test fortnight, but pariicularly so 
since Mouday week, On Monday morning be rang the bell; 1 atiewered 
it: be inquired why my Lady had not been to see him, Ter Ladyship 
had beea with bim all night, and Ttold himso, Mer Ladyship at this 
time was not io the reom, Tthea went sway, ‘The bell rang agate, 
Whee I answered it, he asked if Dr, Bankhead had been tosee him? 7 
told bim that Dr, Bankhead bad been with him shout two hours aod « 
balf in the evening. Tt wat aboot 4 in the morving when he axked 
me this question, When I told bim that Dr. Bankead had been with 
him, he asked what be had said to the Deetor-—whether he bad 
talked any nonsense te him, or any thing lenlar, as he lad no re- 
collection on the ou » 1 replied, that T was not in the room during 
the time that he talked with the doctor. I then left the room, He rang 
again about seven o'clock. Iwenttobhim. He then ashed me what 
T wented there. My Lady was with bins at the time. had been 
with him since four eelock, and she enewered, ‘ that my Lord wented 
his breskfast.” My Lord and Lady Were in bed at the time, I left the 
room and brought the breakfast up. Messt ap in the bed and tasted 
pertefit. Fe foand Galt with it, and dsid ‘i wee not a breskfast ft 
for bim.’ He said there was no butter there; the batter, however, was 
on the tray, as aseal, aod L pointed oat tobim, The manner in which 
he spoke strock me as being uncommon; end it wesin « sharp tone, 
which wae unareel with bim, I left the room after this. The bell rang 
again in shout half an hows; that was about half past seven, Sy Lady 
was in the room at this fime, and T cannot tell whe plane bell, Whee 
I entered (he room he asked me whether Dr. Bankbead hed come from 
town. I told him that Dr. Bankhead bad slept in the house. He then 
said that he wished to see bim, My Lady then got up aud came to me at 
the door, ond suid something to me. 1 went te Dr, Beskhess, aud gave 
him my Lord's mesage. I wentbeck to my Lord, end told bi that 
Dr. Bankhead would with him in twominetes, Whee my Lord saw me 
pecking to my Lady, before I left the room to ge to Dr, Bankhead, be 








(the doctor) exclaimed ‘Ob, my Lord,’ or‘ 

which, I heard uo reply to this from 

into the room, aud saw the doctor with my Lord io his arms, I re- 
mained in the room tili I saw ihe Dector jay him with bis face apon 
the groond. T saw the ranoing from him while Dr, ad 
held him. Isawa knife. I heard my Lord say nothing. I was cer- 
tainly moch alarmed. The knife was in his right hand. [A penknife 
with an ivory handle, and upon which there was no arance of 
blond, was here shown to the witness.) I believe that to be the pen. 
knife which T saw in my Lord’s bands. After staying a few minutes in 
my Lord’s dressing-reom, I followed Dr, Bankhead to my Lady. Thad 
previonsly raised an alarm, and it was now general throughout the house. 
To the best-of my belief, my Lord did not live foar minutes after I saw 
him. I did not perceive any wound nor any blood while he was in bis 
bedsroom. No person was with bim in the interval between his leaving 
his dressing-room and his death bat Dr. Bankhead. His state of mind 
appeared to be very incorrect for the last three or four days of bis life. 
He appeared to be very wild in every thing he «nid or did. He wanted 
from me a box which he said Lord Clanwilliam had given tome. His 
Lordship, however, had never given me any. He also asked me for his 
keys, when he had them about him, During the last fortnight he was ac- 
customed to say that every body had conspired against him, He was ve- 
ry severe in bis manner of speaking, which I never noticed before, be 
being in general mild and kind) When he saw two people speak- 
ing together, he always said, ‘ There is a conspiracy laid ageinst me.” 
A great many circamstances indace me to believe that be was out of bis 
mind a fortnlugt before his death. Hescoided my lady on Sunday af- 
ternoon, because, as he said, she had not been nearhim all day, she had 
entirely forsaken him, Her Ladyship, however, had been sitting with 
him all the morning.” The witness, in conclusion, repeated her belief 
that his Lordship had beeu ia a state of mental delusion for some weeks 
previous to his death, 


The second witness examined was Charlies Bankhead, M. D., of

At length, ala qnvarter past three o'clock, two ofthe 15th Light

All eyes were now directed from 
the terrace where the company was principally astembled, towards 
the pert where his Majesty gust enter, The moment bis carriage

He visited every part of the deck, 
and seemed to be in the best spirits, When the King pat his foot on 
board, the Commodore's broad pendant was taken down from the main- 
mast, and the Royal Standard of Eagiand was hoisted in its piace, and a 
signal was made to the telegraph on shore communicating with the 
Admiralty. 

Previons to this period, as the craft on the river were stowed very 
closely together to obtain a nearer view, they did not appear to be very 
pumerous ; but when they began to disperse, some towards Landon,

The Comer steam. packet towed the Rovat Gronasz (the wind be 
ing calm) down the River, The Lord Mayor's vacht preceded the Rovas 
Geonar, and was towed by the Rovat Sovention steam-packet. The 
Lord Mayor, as Conservator of the River Thames, took precedence of 
his Majesty. 

Attwenty-five minntes to four o'clock, those Noblemen, Gentlemen, 
and Officers who were on board, that did not accompany the King to 
Scotland, took their leave and left the vessel; the accommodation steps 
were drawn up, aud the tailors drew ap the anchor, and prepared for 
sailing. 

Attweuty mioutes to four o'clock the Comer steam-packet was 
attached to the Rovat George, the King informed the Commodore that 
he was prepared to sail, andthe Comers machinery was set in motion. 

Thongh there was sveh « vast concourse of hoatson the river, we 
have vot heard of the eccarrence of any serions accident. The boat of

His 
Majesty was still on deck, leaning over the side of the yacht, dress 
ed iu the plain blac frock, with a brown-coloured cap, serreand- 
ed by a hand of gold lace, He looked extremely well, snd retarned 
every mark of respect aud loyalty by a most gracious bow. A band 
was playing at the time it passed. The Royal yacht with 
astonishing rapidity, having the ebb tide aloug with it.

Pan Diemen’s Land. 
FROM THE QUARTERLY REVIEW, No. EMIT, JUST RECEIVED. 


A Geographical, Historical, and Tonographical Description of Van 
Diemen's Land, with? Hints to Em grants, and useful Information 
respecting the Application for Grants of ras. Pe Se. By George William 
Eoa e, Surveyor General of the Culany, . 1823. 

We turn with pleasare from ‘ the swamps and prairies’ of the pre- 
ceding pages, to a partofthe globe, where, it is to be hoped, a better 
race from the same parent stock is about tospring ap, than that of the 
* back weodamen’of North America. The fertile and beautiful island to 
which we alluded, which is here described, though very imperfectly, 
by the ‘SurveyorGeneral,’ has already so far outrun the most sanguine 
expectations that conld have been entertained on its first settlement, as 
to have nearly doubled its popalation amd produce since the date of oar 
fovmer Article on the t." To the farmérand the email landholder, 
who, from the asaction of high war reots, the depression of agricnftucal 
prodace, improvid entspecalation, or any other cause, may incline to 
emigrate from the land of their fathers,—to the artifcer, and indeed 
to all who can command a little capital and a good stock of labour, 
it will be found a land flowing with milk and honey, Free from 
those pestilential vapours that hover over the thick savannas of the 
American wilds, they will here have nothing to dread from fevers 
and agues, from venomous reptiles and insects, which mamke life

one endless torment: they will have ne woods to clear away be-- 


fore the ploughshare can tura up the ground; and nothing to appre- 
hend from drought at one season of the year, and inundation at > 
for the rains fall in due season, and the rivers, however swollen, Keep 
within their banks, That these advantages are doly sppreciated, we 
collect from the potice which has been promnlgated by the Colonial OF- 
fice, requiring a capital of cet jess than £500 as an indispensable qna- 
lification for permission to settle either ia this, or in the parent colony 
of New South Whales. Whether this restriction be politic or not, itis 
not our province to ingnire ; but the conclasion to be drawn from Tt is, 
that the government no longer considers these establishme: ts as the mere 
resort offelons, With the removal of such a stigma, however ideal, the 
reluctance hitherto felt by many, ceases ; aud the conangmapts has been 
an influx ofa better description of people as settlers in both of them. 
This is clearly manifested by the notices which appearin every News- 
paper, of ships clearing out, partienlarly for Van Diemen's Land, with 
reepectable passengers. Infact, there in already established a society 
of individuals in that island, whose characters and sitnations in life will 
in some degree, compensate forthe loss of those connections which are 
left behind. 

To the name of Van Diemen’s Land, however, we strenuously object, 
as one to which it has avery slender title, either in justice or propriety; 
and which therefore we confidently trust will not, perpetnally, be entaij- 
edupon it. Though we do not attach quite as mach importance te 
pames as Mr. Shandy, we nevertheless think thatthey are not wholly to 
be disregarded, As well might the land of Endraght, the land of Edel, 
De Witt’s Land and Nayt’s Land, each of them small portions of New 
South Wales, confer their respective names on that whole, of which 
they form but insignificant points, as that of Van Diemen userp the 
island of which we are speaking. 

A very few words will be sufficient to convince our readers that no 
injustice would be done either to the memory of Tesmen or Vau Diemen, 
by « change in the name of the island, Ta 1942, Tasman discovered the 
south-western extremity of that lind which he considered to be a part 
of what was then called the Great South Land, or New Holland. Ic never

With 
regard to the Aborigines, it ix difficaltto say im what part ofthe isiead 
the few thatremaia now exist, so litte anooyance do they give to the 
settlers. Governor Macquarie, io the R: port of his late-visitation of the 
settlements ow the island, does pet ence mention them; in all probabilite 
therefore, iu vo great length of time, they will wholly disappear, any 
without the too common method of correpting their morals and destrey 
ing their health by the excessive use of ardent spirits. At beast the set- 
Uers are exempted from any such iniquitons practices, 

All that is known of the natives may speedily be summed ap. Tas- 
man, when at anchor in Pred ick Hedrick Bay, sow none ofthem. The 
first visitor after him was Captain Marion, who sailed from the Mauritias 
in 1772, ia search ofthe supposed southern continent. He also anchored 
ia Predrick Hearick Bay, where about thirty aatives came down to the 
shore; and oa his landing, approached him and his officers withou( dis- 
trast; they were all necked, both mea and wouten. They are described 
as having small eyes, wide months, white teeth, an@ @at noses, with 
woolly hair separated into shreds, and powdered with red ochre. They 
rejected presents of every kiud, even iron. Ove of them presented the 
Captain with a fire-brand, and peinted to a small heap of weed, te which 
(thinking ita ceremony meant to »bow he came with friendly intentions) 
he sot fre. Et appears, however, that the meaning of these people was 
uofortunately austaken; for they retired precipitately toe bill, from 
which they showered stones upon the strangers. Not satistied with this, 
they followod the boats along shore with their apears ; a Gring sew com- 
menced by which several of the natives were wounded, and ome was 
kisled. 

Forveaux anchered in Adventare Bey ie 1773, as did Captain Cook, 
in 1777. ‘The former saw nowe of the patives; but a party sent by Cap- 
tain Cook to woed and water, fell in with some of them who were entire- 
ly naked ; in their persons they were slender, witha black skia, and hair 
as woolly as that of the negre of Guirea, bat with couatesance more 
pleasing, D-ntrecasteans alse describes them as having woolly hair; 
bat egrets with Marioe in attribatiag the blackness of their skin to its 
being smeared over with charcoal powder. Both sexes, according to his 
account, were clothed im the skins of the hangareo. They appeared to 
live ig families, in « atate of perfect independence, and to be of a eaperi- 
or race te those of New Mollned. The men showed a remerksble fond-

Reckooing therefore from Point Collins, there is a line of her- 
boar in d’Batreeasiean:'s Channel and the Derwent together, of forty- 
erght mies, completely land-locked, and sfferding the best anchorage 
the whole way.’—p. 48. . 

Os the right ofthe westers bank of the Derwent, at the bead of « 
fine cove, stands Flobart Thown, which may be considered as the capital 
of the island. Amonz the aumerons fish which abound in the Derweat, 
the black whales frequeotiy come ap as high as the town.

Amoog the mineralogical prodactions, Mr, Evans enamerates cop- 
per, iroa, alam, slate, , asbestos aud basalt, together with cor- 
nelian, chrystal, chrysolite, jaspar, marble, and a great variety of petre- 
factions. tron, in particalar, is said to be most abundant near Laun- 
coston, on the Tamar, where there are entire mountains of this ore, and 
so rich as to have yleided 70 per cent. of pare metal- This, with the 
coal, which is also said te shoand, cannot fail, as population increases, 
to become a soarce of wealth to the inhabitants.

Sohn Gomes was pat to the bar to take his trial on a charge 
of Ferger:. 

The case wasopened by Mr. Turton, acting for the Advo- 
eate Genera’, who was absent, 


The indictment was brought under three Coants: 


The first Cownt was, for having on the Gist day of Angust 
fast. forged one paper, pe: porting to be » Bank. Note of the Bauk 
of Bengal, of the value of 100 Rupees, with intent to defraad the 
seid Bank of Beogel ;—the second Count was, for uttering the 
said Note, well knowing it to be forged, with intent to defraud 
coe Ghopaul Doss ;—and the third Count, for uttering the said 
Note, with a tiew of defrauding ove Shaik Tarra, 

The case was bricfy this: om or aboat the 21st day of August 
last, the Prisoner came to the heuse of ove Shaik Tarra, a dealer 
in grain, of whom he took rice te the valee of two Rapees, and ten 
Rupees to cash, und presented a Paper -urporting to be a Bank 
of Bengal Note for 100 Rupees, picdging himself to redeem the 
Note io a day or two. Tarra after eaiting two days went to the 
Prisover’s house, accompanied by a man named Lalla, who 
was with the Prisoner at the time be first presented the Noic, 
and begged the Note might be redeemed. Gomes requested him 
te wait five or six days longer —he did so, bat still the Note was 
not redeemed, at last both the Prisoner and Lilia told bim to go and 
prrchase cleth for them with these 100 rupees and pay himself out 
of the remainder; te this Tarra at first objected, saying as be 
was a poor mas he would notbe able to get security for the 
Note. The Prisoner, however told him to give the Note to bis 
(Tarra’s) brother-in-law, Alla Bax, w ho was a broker ie the cloth 
line; this be at lest couscated to, and cave the Nete to Alla Bux. 


Alla Bux went tos cloth merchant called Gopaal Dhoss, 
actomanied by one Mirza Jaun, purchased 12 picees of cloth 
to the amoent of 75 Rupees aad brought the rest back im money 
vis. one Note for 16 Ropers and 9 Rupees ia Silver: on the 
day fvliowing Tarra took both the Cloth and the remaining 25 
Rupres to the Prisoner, and asked for the 12 Rupees he owed him. 
Gomes gave bim back five of the pieces of cloth, told bim to sell 
them, pay himself and return the remainder. Tarra requesied 
be might be paid ovs of tne mores be bad brought back, bat this 
the Prisoner refused to de, end Tarra was ia the ead obliced to 
take the +e pieces of cloth which be deposited in the hands of 
® taylor to sell them for him. Tarra two days ater went to Moor- 
abedabad. In the mean time, (about four days after the cloth 
eas perchased) Gopaa! Dhoss on presenting the Note to another 
Person, was informed that it vas = forged one, be immediately 
called epee Mirza Jann who bad brought Alla Bax i bis shop, 
ond with bie proceeded to the house of the lauer. Alia Box 
related bow the Note had come inte bis possession, bet as 
ee arriving ot Tasta’s bowser, he was sot to he foand, the 
s\rengest suspicion fellen the two ealortenste persons before 
meotioncd (Alia Bux and Miscze Jenn) and they were both com. 
matted and seat ve Jail. Tasca ve setarping about two moutks 
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afer from Maotshedabad betng informed of these clroamstances, 
immediately hastened to the Police, stated himeelf te be the man 
from whom Alla Béx got the Note, aad offered to point owt ihe 
person from whom he himself had received it. Richard Bagoel,a 
Police Officer, was immediately sent with bim to the boone of 
Gomes, and all his effects seized forthwith. On examination, four- 
teeo Notes, each of Oud Hundred Rupees, purporting to be of the 
Bank of Bengal, thirteen of ehich had yet no numbers affixed to 
them, were found in a Box belonging to the Prisoner, and many 
articles of clothing were alse found, made up of the cloth obtained 
from Gopaul Dhoss. 

The evidence for the Prosecation clearly stated the forege- 
ing fects, the Note in question as also the other fourteen were 
brought into Court and identified; it ia here worthy of remark, 
how oftena thirst afer riches may blind the iesatiate. Mr. 
Gomes, in bis anxiety to make the most of his Notes, had in 
the Bengatice charactors made them for 500, whereas the Boglish 
shewed they were but for 100 Rupees. 


The Prisoner ia hie defence pretended that having been 
to a Rack shop ia the Rhada Basar, together with Tarre, be 
had got a little intoxicated, and when returning home throerh 
the Le!'l- Bazar had found a few slips of paper lying in the road, 
he picked them up, Tarra snatched at them, and might have got 
onc into his possession, which mast be the one now in question, 
the resthe bid taken home end carefully locked in an escretoire 
—he bad ne wi nvsses to call, 


His Lordship ia summing ap the cvisenee shortly reeapitu- 
lated the circumstances of the ease, aud concluded by observing 
that theagh it might Le dificult to prove the forgery of the Note 
itself epen the Prisoner, there was pot a doubt as to bis having 
uiiered Notes that he knew to be forged, which, exclusive of the 
evidence adduced, was ful'y demonstrated by Gnding the other 
fourteen Notes on bis premises, most of which were yet in an 
unfioished stair, and which he dowbtiess merat to Mil ap as occa- 
sion required: the circumstance of some of the cloth having beea 
foaod ia the prisones’s house, though of minor latercat, still weat 
to corroborate the statement of the witnesses, and he now left the 
Jury to decide on their verdict, 


The Jory retired fora few minutes, and returned with « 
Verdict,—Guilty of uttering forged Notes and defiauding Go- 
paal D.oss.

Satisfactory evidence was given to this statem< ot, 
Tee Prisoner in his defence said he had never seen or heard 


of any of the parties ia question, be prodeced foar witnesses, 
whe could only speak gearretly as to his eheracicr, 


His Lordship shortly rtecapiteliated the rridence to the 
Jory, whe retired for three quarters of an bour, aad brought ig 
thesr ve,dict, Guilty of Comepsracy.
